From time immemorial "tko uncertainty of 


tbo law" hM been Mod Ma nape-goat to boar 
the «ins of ignorant, and hence unlucky, law 
yen, and of gracele**, and banco unfortunate 
client*; but from the time of Blackstone to 
very recent period, the cant phrase owes Ho 
notoriety to other causes, affecting the dec 
sion* of Courts and juries, rather than to an 
real doubt or uncertainty M to the law of th 
case. Among these other causes nay be enu 
merited, a* prominent, the uncertainty or tai 
tire of testimony—the general disposition o 
clients to conceal from counsel the bad point 
of their case, and their reliance upon a goot 
story, well told, aad upon the tact of the )«n 
yei to make it what ho would have it. " Th 
uncertainty of the law" WM tbe txctpttou 
which sometimes disturbed opinion* and disap 
pointed reasonable expectations, and not th 
general "make-weight" which error threw int 
the wrong side 


In times more nearly approximating to ou 


own, however, various causes have operated t 
increase and extend the evil expressed in th 
phrase, until "the uncertainty of the law" has 
come to be a truism—a reality, alike perplex 
ing and annoying to the member* of the lega 
profession, and prejudicial to the rights of suit 
ors. No one of ordinary perception, I think 
can deny thie, who will spend a day in on 
higher Courts, and listen to ths arguments o 
counsel, and tbe reading of the huge pile of ««- 
At>nttt»(t) usually paraded before the Court, o 
either side, for the purpose of sustaining antaj 
onistical opinions, and then hear the hesitating 
doubting, unsatisfying opinion of the Judge.— 
As contributing to this result, and especially _ 
the primary cause of that to which I shall here 
after allude, M the more immediate and poten 
agent in producing the evil now justly com 
plained of, may be specified the facility vritt 
which individuals, without proper persona 
character and competent attainments, obtai 
admission within the bar—the influence of po 
litical considerations in placing upon the benc! 
unqualified and nnscrupulons'judges—and, from 
a disregard of fixed legal principles, an increas 
ing disposition to make questions of preten 
pohry, as they happen to be regarded by the 
individuals composing thn bench, govern th 
opinions of the Courts of dernier resort 
The 


more recent the reports, the more mauifes 
this disposition, and the wider the departure 
from the deductions of a sound philosophy 
based on the immutable principles of right. On 
a critical examination of the Reports of thi 
late Supreme Court of Wisconsin, one ennno 
but be struck with the frequent departure from 
well established precedents, which they exhib 
it; and the substituting of some consideration 
of immediate polity, as the grounds of the de 
cision. 
Indeed, in one case, at least, tha 


Court, has not hesitated to avow that it has ar 
bitrarily set aside aud abrogated a well settled 
rulo, hitherto received as law, and has subati 
tuted in its stead a British salute, M the better 
policy. 
Nor Lave the Courts of other States 


baen seemingly less reluctant or scrupulous iu 
following the same course of decisions. Under 
such circumstances, how can it be otherwise 
than that the law must piutake of that uncer 
tainty which always characterizes opinions in 
relation to mutters of mere policy f And hence 
the philosophy of that conclusion to which 
have arrived, that the indiscriminate, reporting 
and publishing of the decisions of the Courts of 
derinrr resort tn the general Stotts, and United 
States, BY AUTHORITY, ASD AS'AIITHORITY 
has been, mainly, the producing cause of the 
present "uncertainty of the law ;" and, that in 
proportion M these reports have taken the 
rrlace of elementary work* on the table of the 
student and practitioner, ban their evil acted 
and re-acted upon, and multiplied itself. 


It is true, as Jefferson says, that "error may 


eafely be tolerated, where reason is left free 
to combat it;" but that is not thi* eaae. Here 
error i* Rent forth clothed with authority from 
tbe Courts, before which, who does not know 
that reason it too often poteerten. Error, if suf- 
fered to fall still-born from tho bench, or quiet- 
ly to repose in the pigeon hole with "the paper* 
of the cases," would soon be rendered oblivious 
by the dost of years; but when sent forth broad- 
cast from the press, animate with all the pow- 
rrs of precedent and legal authority, what won- 
der that the name of its progeny should be le- 
gion—that the pottitee determination of the 
Court, tbo report, (peaking by authority, should 
be preferred, si a legal weapon, to tho elemen- 
iary treatise, modestly relying npon the rtfton 
andfttnets of things, and that emae lawyers and 
cent judges should be taking tbe place of those 
profound jurists who drew their conclusions 
from thfct code of legal maxima which time ha* 
embodied, the experience of luocesslve ages 
perfected, aad the wisdom of the sage* of the 
profession approved M "tbe perfection of human 
reason." 


And i* there not, in all thi*, a philosophy 


which point* to, and justifies, the aanmption, 
that tbe indiscriminate reporting and pvUiiMng 
of the decisions of the higher Court* of the coun- 
try have contributed more than any other cause, 
to convert a shadow into a reality—to make

A BILL to provide forthf Publication of the Gen- 


eral Statutes of each Sessum of the Legislature
